WILMINGTON — The Bos- 
ton Metro Hi Railers Club 
will be featuring a new en- 
hanced city layout as part of 
its project to complete one 
of the largest layouts in New 
England. A partial repro- 
duction of the city of Seran- 
ton, Pennsylvania has been 
completed. 

Seranton is the 6th largest 
city in the state of Pennsyl- 
vania, with a population of 
80,000 people. It is the geo- 
graphic and cultural center 
of the Lackawanna River 
Valley and the largest of the 
former anthracite and coal 
mining communities in the 
region. It also was a train 
transportation hub for the 
entire region. The Delaware 
and-Lackawanna rail system 
served this entire region. 

It is currently reestablish- 
ing rail passenger services 
to Hoboken, New Jersey and 
further on to New York 
state. It will connect with 
the NJ Transit system in 
Hoboken, New Jersey. This 
station is the location of the 
new Scranton station on 
Lackawanna Avenue. 

This community had the 
first successful, continually 
operating trolley system first 
establish in 1886 and was still 
part of the city's facilities in 
the 40's and 50's which is the 
era that the overall display 
tries to reproduce. 

The train station is display- 
ing two club locomotives. 
The Milwaukee steam en- 
gine with passenger cars 
and the Santa Fe super 
chief, both nationally fa-

The super chief regularly 
traveled from California to 
Chicago daily. This Diesel 
engine is one of the most 
colorful, interesting and 
prominent of the era be- 
tween 1932 and 1971.

The engine was 
made of stainless steel and 
aluminum and carried up to 
10 or more luxury cars.

All the cargo was delivered 
at Brisbane, including that 
10ist Jeep. No one com- 
plained about an extra. 

Then the ship was “inva- 
sion loaded,” meaning the 
most important items would 
be the first out, during an 
invasion. The Carolinian 
was about to participate in 
the invasion of New Cale- 
donia, a French owned is- 
land about 600 miles north- 
east of Brisbane.

fill a critical service gap for 
individuals just entering the 
criminal justice system to 
direct them to meaningful 
treatment.” 

Individuals deemed eligible 
for diversion will be directed 
to the group-based Adult 
Diversion Alternatives Pro- 
gram (ADAP), run by Lowell 
House, Inc. The goal of the 
program is to provide a psy- 
cho-educational experience 
for alcohol and drug use and 
its effect on the participant’s 
life. By raising awareness 
and influencing behavioral 
changes it is the ultimate goal 
of the program to lower par- 
ticipants’ risk for any future 
substance related problems 
including related criminal 
activity. The program will 
run a total of 16 weeks. 

“Lowell House provides a 
lifetime continuum for indi- 
viduals in the ADAP pro- 
gram. The 16 weeks of groups 
is just the beginning of a 
treatment process for a dis- 
ease that has no cure but 
rather a solution of vigilance, 
community supports, deter- 
mination and success,” said 
Bill Garr, Executive Director 
of Lowell House, Inc. 

Upon successful comple- 
tion of the program and all 
of its requirements the par- 
ticipants’ charge(s) will be 
dismissed and there will be 
no entry on their record. 
Participants will also be con- 
sidered post-arraignment on 
a case by case basis.

gram is voluntary; however, 
if a participant withdraws 
from the program, or if they 
are expelled for failure to 
comply with the program’s 
rules and guidelines, their 
pending criminal charge(s) 
will be prosecuted. 

This model builds off the 
collaborative approach that 
District Attorney Ryan, 
along with law enforcement 
and community partners, 
have used to address sub- 
stance misuse. 

Under this new program 
eligible participants will be 
directed to the program by 
the Middlesex District At- 
torney’s Office, probation 
department, local police de- 
partments or defense coun- 
sel ensuring that individuals 
in need of treatment can be 
identified at multiple points 
in the judicial process. 

“T would like to thank 
District Attorney Ryan for 
her continued leadership on 
the opioid epidemic which 
continues to devastate fami- 
lies in Lowell. My hope is 
this program will push more 
people into supervised treat- 
ment and save lives,” said 
Lowell Police Superinten- 
dent William Taylor. 

“We are very optimistic that 
this pilot diversion program 
will get much needed treat- 
ment and education to those 
just into the throes of addic- 
tion before they become part 
of the high risk high need 
population, or worse, lose 
their life to this terrible dis- 
ease of addiction. I am confi-

I am very proud to 
be working in the Greater 
Lowell area with District

The Greater Lowell region, 
which will be served by this 
program, has been one of the 
hardest hit by the opioid epi- 
demic with State Police as- 
signed to the Middlesex Dis- 
trict Attorney’s Office re- 
sponding to 42 fatal overdoses 
in Lowell alone this year. 

As of Monday, Nov. 28, 2016 
there have been 226 fatal over- 
doses across Middlesex Coun- 
ty. The Lowell region repre- 
sents nearly 30 percent of 
countywide overdose deaths. 
Additionally, in the city of 
Lowell alone from January 
through October, Narcan has 
been administered 349 times.

TEWKSBURY — Students 
at the John F. Ryan Ele- 
mentary School participated 
in the Hour of Code this 
week. The Hour of Code is a 
self-described “global move- 
ment reaching tens of mil- 
lions of students in 180+ 
countries” and is designed 
to introduce students to 
computer code and cele- 
brate programming during 
Computer Science Educa- 
tion Week. 

Computer teachers Lisa 
Richard and Sue Spollen 
guided the students through 
a tutorial that teaches about 
programming and creating 
the students’ own small 
game.

The company is also focused 
on improving access to com- 
puter science for women and 
underrepresented students 
of color. 

The initiative was started 
in 2013 by Code.org and has 
grown exponentially, main- 
ly due to the accessibility 
and ease of use of its pro- 
grams. The company is 
careful to point out that 
their goal is to introduce 
students to the importance 
of understanding data and 
how it can be used. It is not

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Don't miss out 
on commonly 
overlooked tax 
deductions

With the 2016 tax season right around the 
corner, Marilyn Sanford, an Enrolled 
Agent, reminds readers that tax deduc- 
tions are valuable benefits in the tax cduce 
the amount of income that is taxed by the 
IRS. For some people, failure to claim 
deductions can mean the difference 
between getting a refund and having a bal- 
ance due. Don’t miss out on these com- 
monly overlooked tions: 

Medical expenses: In addition to what 
you’ve spent on doctors, hospitals and 
medicine, other deductions include health 
insurance premiums, prescription eye- 
glasses and contact lenses, hearing aids, 
transportation to and from your doctor’s 
office or the hospital, equipment for hand- 
icapped people, and nursing home ex- 
penses. 

State and local taxes: Keep track of 
income or sales taxes, real estate taxes, 
and taxes on personal property such as 
your auto. 

Charitable contributions: These include 
cash and property donated to charitable 
organizations, including clothing and house- 
hold items. You can also deduct your auto 
mileage for travel related to charitable 
activities. 

Out-of-pocket job expenses: Most busi- 
ness-related expeses that aren’t reim- 
bursed by your employer could be 
deductible. These include costs for travel, 
uniforms, union dues, work boots or tools, 
and continuing education expenses. 

Job search costs: Regardless of whether 
or. not you actually land the job, you may 
deduct the expenses you incur while look- 
ing for a new job in your current occupa- 
tion. These include the cost of long dis- 
tance phone calls, preparing and mailing 
your resume, and career counseling. 

Student loan interest: As much as $2,500 
in-student loan interest can be deductible 
‘even if it’s paid by mom and dad, unless 
‘someone claims you as a dependent. 

Moving expenses: The cost of moving 
yourself, your family and your belongings 
to,a new job location is deductible if cer- 
tain requirements are met. 

Military reservists’ deduction: Expenses 
for reservists who serve more than 100 
miles from home and stay overnight can 
be deducted. 

‘Self-employed: You may deduct half of 
self-employment taxes, 100 percent of self- 
employed health insurance premiums, and 
contributions to self-employed retirement 
plans (SEP’s, SIMPLE’s, etc. ) 

Early withdrawal penalties: Any penal- 
ties, you incur, or interest you forfeit, for 
cashing in a CD before its maturity date is 
deductible.

The Christmas season is upon us 
and with that, for many families, 
comes the selection of a holiday 
tree. There is no end to the variety 
of tree that can be selected, whether 
you trudge through the woods to cut 
your own Scotch pine or purchase a 
Balsam fir or Leyland cypress from 
a retailer or fundraising organiza- 
tion in town. 

No matter which type of tree you 
select, there are some tips and safe- 
ty guidelines to make your invest- 
ment last and not become a hazard 
in your home. 

The Town Crier spoke with Ma- 
honey’s Tewksbury Nursery Mana- 
ger Joe Burke who offered some 
sound advice for caring for your 
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tree. First of all, when you find a 
tree you like, grab a handful of 
branches and draw your hand back 
gently. If a bunch of needles come 
off, that is a signal that the tree is 
not fresh. A few is fine but it means 
the tree is already drying out. 

Next, look for a straight trunk and 
keep an eye out for broken branch- 
es. A lopsided tree is not going to 
balance well in your stand and will 
present a tipping risk. 

As soon as you choose your tree, 
be sure to ask to have the tree fresh 
cut, which means that at least two 
inches should be cut from the trunk 
so the tree is ready to absorb water. 

Burke stressed that the tree 
should be put in water immediately. 

“Trees can absorb up to a gallon of 
water in the first few days in the 
stand,” he said, “so don’t let the 
water ever get below the base of the 
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tree,” sharing that the tree cut will 
heal and stop the further absorption 
of water. 

Burke recommends an additive 
such as Prolong to condition the 
tree. Get the tree into the house 
quickly and let its branches fall nat 
urally, giving the tree a day or so to 
acclimate before hanging any lights 
or decorations. 

Perhaps the most critical piece of 
advice Burke shared is to keep your 
tree away from any heat source or 
open flame. Trees can dry out very 
quickly and present a fire risk. The 
same holds true for artificial trees 
and other decorations. 

And when the new year is upon us, 
take your tree outside and let it act 
as a shelter for the birds. Have a safe 
and enjoyable holiday season, and 
take extra care as you set up your 
home for your special celebrations.

“I just want to make 
sure that we continue doing 
everything we can as a 
board to support the resi- 
dents, particularly the resi- 
dents who live in that area.” 

The selectmen and Hull 
encouraged townspeople to 
call and write to their Con- 
gressmen and Representa- 
tives to make sure that the 
issue remained vital and vis- 
ible. 

In his letter to Warren, 
Markey, and Moulton, Hull 
wrote, “The Town of Wil- 
mington, and this neighbor-

“We have a great relation- 
ship,” said Joe about his sis- 
ter. “We hang out and it's 
nice to have that.

The Tewksbury High 
Football program has a long 
ahd proud winning tradition 
at the varsity level.

While the Freshman team 
offered a bright glimpse into 
the more distant future, the 
Tewksbury High JV squad 
gave Redmen fans a look at 
the more immediate future, 
which also appears to be 
very bright.

Certainly Joe Gaudreau 
excelled individually as a 
sprinter but he was also a 
part of an outstanding 
4x100 relay team along with 
Evan Sperlinga, Steve 
Godfrey and Brad Aldrich. 

“We all became good 
friends,” said Gaudreau as 
the other three have since 
graduated. “When I went to 
the (post-season meets) by 
myself, it wasn't as much 
fun as going with the relay 
team. It's just a lot more 
fun to be with those guys. 
We were with each other 
everyday on practice and 
we went so deep into the 
season, so it's just a differ- 
ent type of connection that 
you have with the rest of 
the team.” 

Gaudreau admitted that it 
took the foursome a while 
to get things going. 

“We all had the part that 
the team needed to be suc- 
cessful, and plus we all get 
along. Earlier in the year,

That title also capped off 
an undefeated season 
against league competition 
for the foursome. Things

“It is what it is,” answered

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Gaudreau about the disap- 
pointment of the post-sea- 
son meets. “I don't really 
set expectations for myself.

He went on to an undefeat- 
ed season in the same event 
against league competition 
until he finished second at 
the league meet. 

Then a week later, he was 
able to get back on top by 
winning the Division 3 
Hastern Mass title with a 
time of 22.15. 

“That was exciting,” he 
said. “I placed seventh or 
eighth the year before so 
getting first was pretty 
cool. This year as a senior, 
I'm hoping that I can do it 
again, knowing that I have 
done it before.” 

His time also broke a long 
time school record held by 
Mike Esposito, said Kinney.

“Esposito’s record was 
22.16 but that was a con- 
verted time from the 220- 
yard race and 220 yards is 
about 1.1 meters shorter 
than the 200,” said Kinney 
back in the spring. “Also, 
today all the times are fully 
automatic timing which 
typically produces a time 
which is .24 seconds slower 
than a hand = time. 
Regardless of the compar- 
isons, Joe still has another 
year to go, but I think we 
could probably call him the 
fastest athlete to ever to 
come out of Wilmington.” 

Esposito had a tremen- 
dous athletic career at 
WHS, then Boston College 


and in the National 
Football League. For 
Gaudreau, to break a 


record that stood for 42-plus 
years, is certainly an 
incredible accomplishment. 

“That was cool, especially 
breaking the record as a 
junior,” said Gaudreau.

I broke it last year but if we 
ran side-by-side you would- 
n't be able to tell who had it 
because it was so close.

After taking first at the D3 
Meet, Gaudreau finished 
fifth the following week at 
the All-State Meet held on 
an extremely hot day at 
Westfield State College. 
This time he was clocked at 
22.23 seconds. 

“T didn't run my best that 
day but it is what it is,” he 
said. “T was running 
against some really good 
kids and I was just a junior. 
I had beat some of them 
before, so I know I could do 
ite? 

The following weekend 
was the New England 
Meet. Leading up to that 
competition in Connecticut, 
Gaudreau knew that he had 
some things to work on. 

“He worked a lot on my 


starts and on my turns. 

(Coach Rick Barry) helped 
me on every little thing that 
I could change. The whole 
season he helped but espe- 
cially that week (leading up 
to the New Englands) 
because he had just me. 
Both Coach Barry and 
Coach Kinney just do so 
much. They do it a lot, time 
wise, effort wise. There was 
one day that the 4x100 relay 
team wanted to stay real 
late at practice. We were all 
mad at ourselves because 
we couldn't get it right. It 
was a Monday and it was 
real late and cold. They 
could have left because 
practice had ended but they 
stayed. Coach Barry 
brought his lawn chair and 
sat in it and yelled at us 
from it. It was funny.” 

It was Coach Barry, 
Coach Kinney and Joe's 
father who took the two- 
hour trip to Connecticut to 
watch Joe run for 22 sec- 
onds. Twenty-two seconds 
he'll never forget. 

“Joe got an awesome start 
and built up a lot of speed 
on the turn,” said Kinney. 
“Coming into the home 
stretch, he held his position 
and finished third in his 
heat against some of New 
England’s most elite run- 
ners. The winner of the 
race was an All-American 
Indoor runner in the 55- 
meters and 300. Joe ran a 
personal best time of 22.10 
on a day in which most of 
the runners were way off 
their nest times due to the 
wet weather conditions, 
which didn’t affect Joe at 
all.” 

That 22.10 second time 
was a personal record and 
broke his previous school 
record. 

“That was fun,” said 
Gaudreau. “It was pouring 
out. Then the sun came out 
and I ran my best race of 
the season to finish fourth 
which was awesome. It's 
crazy to think about it.” 

He added that his next 
goal would be to qualify for
